TEL AVIV. — Within the next tew 
days, police will hand to the central 
district attorney the evidence 
against the man suspected of kid- 
napping and murdering Oron 
Yarden. police sources said yester- 
day. The suspect, a S3-year-old ar- 
tist who lives In Netanya. is 
married and has two children. He 
admitted during questioning that he 
kidnapped the boy, hut said that 
Oron suffocated accidentally when 
the suspect put his hand over the 
boy’s mouth In an attempt to Btop 
him from calling out. 


calling for the death penalty for 
child kidnappers were at the 
cemete 7 in Savyon. From time to 
time they shouted the kidnapper 
must be “killed immediately." 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren said at the funeral that this 
was a black day for the people of 
Israel.

The suspect told police that Oron 
died on Tuesday June 10 , a few 
hours before the ransom of IS200,- 
000 was paid. 

. The suspect’s name has been 
withheld from publication. 

Yesterday afternoon police asked 
the Magistrates Court here to free 
the suspect's girlfriend, whose 
parents live fifty metres from 
where the kidnapper received the 
ransom money. A friend of the 
suspect, a aegen In the reserves, 
was released without bail yester- 
day. 

Police will today film a re- 
enactment of the kidnapping, to 
present In evidence in court. The 
suspect Is expected to cooperate. 

Some 10,000 people from all over 
the country attended Oron's funeral 
at the Savyon cemetery at four 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Many 
were in tears. 

Oron’s parents, Pnlna and Amos 
Yarden, their 17-year-old daughter 
Liora and 19-year-old son Roye, 
who was in IDF uniform, showed 
restraint. They wept silently and 
were supported by friends and 
relatives.

The first four of the 78 F-16 multi- 
role fighter aircraft Israel has on 
order will be greeted today by 
cabinet members, MKs, IDF brass 
and several hundred invited guests 
at an air-base ceremony. 

The first Israeli F-lSs were hand- 
ed over by the manufacturers. 
General Dynamics, to the Israel Air 
Force in January, but have been 
deployed at HIH Air Force Base In 
the U.S., where Israeli crews have 
been training on the aircraft 
- The first four to arrive Bsre will 
be flown from the U. 8 . by American 
pilots. ' 

"From today aboufferar^f the air- ' 
craft will arrive each month (apart 
from September and October fids 
year when seven and eight aircraft, 
respectively, will arrive) until 
November next year, according to 
General Dynamics Publications. 

Of the 75 aircraft, eight are FI®- 
B, two-seater models, used for 
t raining and re connaissan ce, ac- 
cording to General Dynamics. 
Originally the aircraft" were 


scheduled to arrive- at a much 
slower rate, with Israeli avionic 
and electronic changes being un- 
dertaken on the aircraft along the 
way. But with the cancellation of aa 
Iranian order after the fall of the 
Shah, delivery , to Israel was 
stepped up. 

The U.S. Air Force has 1,890 
planes on order, and the plane hds 
been supplied to Brigtam, Den- 
mark, the Netherlands and 1 
Norway. The sale of 40 aircraft to 
Egypt, has also been approved, 
should the Egyptians decide to ex- 
ercise their option on the plane. 

Among these expected at the air- 
base tomorrow will be a small eat* 
tingent of American Jewish lea d er s 
who were flown to Israel especially, 
far the occasion by President Jim- 
my Garter.

WASHINGTON. - President 
Jimmy Garter once again per- 
sonally gets involved In the 
Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations today when lie 
welcomes the chief US., Israeli 
and Egyptian negotiators to a 
session at the White House. 

Carter’s meeting with special 
U.S. Ambassador Sol IAnowits. 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
w»Muin All will follow the three 
negotiators’ formal opening earlier 
in the day of their latest effort to 
revive the stalled negotiations^ 

U-S. officials are hoping that the 
talks, ‘ scheduled for' today and 
tomorrow, will wind up with an of- 
ficial announcement that the 
negotiations will continue in Cairo 
around July 20. The session with 
Carter is being described as a "pep 
talk.” • « 

Thus, Carter's derision to get in- 
volved personally is designed to 
boost prospects, although UJS. of- 
ficials are not concealing their 
private assessment that the talks 
are at a moribund stage. 

Several recent developments are 
seen by well-placed U.S. sources as 
farther complicating the situation, 
including: 

> Tbe Knesset bill formally 
declaring Jerusalem- as Israel's 
eternal capital 

• A threatened derision by Prime 
M inister Men a h em Begin to move

The 
sharpest fall was recorded for taxes ' 
on Imports — 88 per cent in the first 
quarter, rising to 42 per cent in 
Aprll-May. Taxes on domestic out- 
put fell In real terms by 16 per cent 
in January-March, and by 27 per 
cent in Aprll-May.

TEL AVIV. — Coa lition sources 
believe tbat If Prime Minister 
Menahem Begln’s condition 
remains stable,' Ms Illness paradox- 
ically may have a healing effect on 
the coalition and delay it from 
possibly coming apart. 

However, Liberal sources report 
that the appointment of Ylgael 
Yadln as both acting premier and 
defence minister has disgruntled 
party members. Dissatisfaction 
has also been expressed by some 
quarters In Herat. It is nevertheless 
expected that neither party will 
bring matters to a head, both 
because of concern for Begln’s con- 
dition and also for fear of rocking 
the already tottering coalition boat.

In one family which appealed to 
Alonl to act. she told The Jerusalem 
Post, one member was registered 
in the identity card as a Christian, 
.one member as & Pole, and one as a 
Russian. In the case of another 
family, a child born in Switzerland 
was registered os Swiss, simply 
because the population registry 
refused to class- the child as Jewish. 
This caused a protest from the 
Swiss authorities.

will be "Israeli" far those coming 
under the Law at Return whether 
the Halacha considers them Jewish 
or not: It will continue to carry the' 
former designation "nationality.”

For the first time in 20 years, the 
number of road accidents and of 
persons killed on the roads has 
declined. Transport Minister H a im 
Landau told the Knesset yesterday. 

Reviewing the activities of Ms 
ministry, Landau said that this 
favourable trend, recorded in fiscal 
1979, cantimied In tbe months of 
April and May of this year. 

Landau gave these comparative 
figures for fiscal 3979 (which ended 
March XL 1980) and fiscal 1978: 

Number of road accidents down 
17.7 per cent; number of serious ac- 
cidents down 19J per cent; number 
of persons killed down 27.4 per cent 
(180 fewer fatalities). 

All this, Landau str e ss ed, despite 
the 36,000 (6.5 per cent) increase In 
the number of vehicles and a 7 A per 
cent rise In total kilometrage. 

The cash value to the economy of 
this drop in road accidents In fiscal 
1979 (at early 1980 prices) was 


13294m., Landau said.' 

He attributed the drop in ac- 
cidents primarily to the Informa- 
tion and guidance programme In- 
itiated by the ministry. As a result, 
he said, drivers and pedestrians 
were more conscious of the 
seriousness of the problem. 

But Landau also stressed the Im- 
portance of the cooperation that- 
had been achieved between the 
ministry and a number of other 
bodies involved: the justice 
ministry, the police, the National 
Council for the Prevention of Ac- 
cidents,- educational TV, Kol 
Ytarr&el and Army Radio. 


Landau said that the Justice 
Ministry was In a .position to In- 
augurate summary traffic courts 
throughout the country. This would 
require the ' appointment of 24 
judges and 34 administrative 
workers. 

The Transport Ministry was 
prepared to cover the budget, the 
.money tor which was available, but 
the. Finance Ministry bad so far 
blocked the project,. Landau said. 
He 'thought this was startelglited. 


u Landau said that the ministry 
had allocated 134m. from Its budget 
-to the police for the purchase of 
sophisticated equipment. Including 
radar, tor the more effective dis- 
covery of traffic violators. 

He expressed regret that he had 
not been allawed to carry out Ms *■ 
plan to establish four safety patrols 
(in the .three main cities and '• 
Beersheba) and an Inter-urban , 
patrol. i

Gar insurance set to 
go up 40-45 per cent 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Compulsory car insurance will go 
up by 40-45 per cent from August, If 
thrKnesset Jftnance Committee ap- 
proves the increase recommended 
by a committee headed by former 
accountant-general Halm Stoessel. 

Dr. Ben-Ami Zuckerman, the In- 
surance and savings commissioner, 
yesterday said the Increase la the 
net outcome of taking account of In- 
flation since the latest increase in 
insurance premiums last 
December on the one hand, and a 
reduction in the base premium, as a 
result of a significant decline in car 
accidents. 

The Stoessel committee 
recommended a reduction of some 
38 per cent in the base premium, of 
.which nearly lft per, cent was 
justified in view of the surplus 
fluids that had accumulated in 
Avner, the joint company set up by 
the insurance companies after the 
compulsory car insurance law was 
passed at the end of 1937. 

Another 15 per cent of the reduc- 
tion was the result of the decline in 
road accidents. 

Inflation since the last Increase of 
insurance premiums has been some 


80 per cent. Applying the latter to 
some 75 per cent of - the base 
premium, the net Increase, after 
some other adjustments, will be 40* 
45 per cent.- ■ 

From now on. compulsory car 
insurance' will be adjusted three 
times a year. In April, the rates will 
be changed according to the finan- 
cial results of previous years, in- 
cluding taking Into account changes 
in accident rates, the average cost 
of claims, and other factors . as 
determined by Avner. In August 
and December changes will be 
made according to the rate of lnfla- 
ttan. 

. insurance premiums will now be 
paid In one Instalment if they do not 
exceed 1890ft. Bigger premiums will 
be payable in two Instalments. 

The Stoessel committee further 
recommended that the corn mission 
Avner pays the insurance com- 
panies that awn it jointly be reduc- 
ed from 6 to 5 per cent, and to lower 
the policy fees charged by 1.5 per 
•cent. The committee further 
recommended cutting the present 
43-day period, during which the in- 
-surance companies keep the money 
paid for premiums, before they 
transfer It to Avner Ltd. 
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American Jewish leaders 
attack Extremist policies’

personalities came out yesterday 
with a statement of dissatisfaction 
with the policies of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and denounced 
"extremists in the public and the 
government" who "distort 
Zionism" and “advance the vicious 
cycle of extremism and violence." 

Leonard Fein, a professor- at 
Brandeis University, publisher; of 
“Moment", magazine and a well- 
known "dove" on the settlements 
Issue, chaired a press conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday announcing’ 
that he and dozens of others were 
adding their names to a previous 
statement drafted by Peace Now 
and signed by 250 Israelis, in- 
cluding five former generals, which 
was headlined "Their way isn’t 
ours.” 

Fein said that Ms group Includes 
eight former- chairmen of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations 
(including Theodore Mem and 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler); five 
members of the Zionist Executive; 
three former chairmen of the UJA 
Young Leadership Cabinet; 12 pre- 
sent or former officers of. the 
national UJA; and 12 rabbis.

made such a noise that he let him 
go. 

He allegedly drove Oron Yarden 
around the southern coastal region 
for two days In a desperate odyssey 
culminating in the gagged child's 
death from suffocation. Tbe journey 
was punctuated by phone calls to 
Or on’* parents jniwaniBng ransom, 
and after O run's death tbe suspect 
allegedly put the child's body to the" 
boot of his Volkswagen and went on 
driving for at least a day before be 
received the ransom. 

A police source said the suspect 
entertained the police to coffee, 
when detectives came to hto' 
girlfriend’s parents' house In Neve 
Ne'eman a short time after he had' 
successfully eluded them pick- 
ed up the ransom. They asked him if 
be had seen a man running away 
from the area. 

The suspect spent a year in prison 
after being sentenced by the Tel 
Aviv District Court te breaking 
Into businesses and apartments and 
stealing electrical appliances in 
1977. 

In 1967, when be was 19 years old, 
be was convicted for stealing a car 
and received a suspended sentence. 
Between 1970 and 1975 be was twice 
convicted tor forging cheques, and 
once served a three-month Jail 
sentence for these crimes. 

During the past three years the 
suspected apparently changed jobs 
every few months. He worked as an 
agent for distributing electrical 
appliances and as a lorry driver. 
According to neighbours In 
Netanya's Rehov Harav Kook, 
where he lived until a few months' 
ago with hto wife and two children, 
he was .always friendly and was 
weD-hked- 

The suspected showed talent aa a 
painter from childhood, and to the 
past worked te a publishing house 
drawing illustration* for children’s 
books. The last pictures he d r ew 
were for a book bto girlfriend wrote. 

The suspect's brother is a rav-

Bad scaffolding 
may have caused 
Tlem roof collapse 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
An interim report on the collapse 
of the ceiling at the Jerusalem 
Great Synagogue shows that the 
joints on the scaffolding holding up 
the roof were insufficiently 
secured. 

The Labour Ministry investiga- 
tion into the July 3 accident which 
killed one man and Injured four 
others indicates that a combination 
of wire and nails held the crossbars 
of the scaffolding together. 

"These bindings do not ensure 
toughness and stability of the (scaf- 
folding) framework,'' the report 
states. 

Vibrations throughout the struc- 
ture that occurred while the cement 
for the ceiling was being poured 
may have loosened the scaffolding 
Joints, according to the report. 

No final conclusions have yet 
been reached, a spokesman for the 
ministry said.

Yesterday's discussions of the 
proposed cuts In subsidies to export 
credits — between Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvltz and Bank 
of Israel Governor Anum Gafhy on 
the one hand, and Industry, Trade 
and Tourism Minister Gideon Patt 
on the other — produced no agreed 
formula, and the talks will continue 
next week. 

Patt yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Past that he had manag- 
ed "to repulse" the initial demand 
of the Bank of Israel for full linkage 
of export credits to the exchange 
rate. 

According to Patt, any worsening 
of the conditions for exporta will 
slaughter the only goose that lays 
golden eggs. Israel's economic 
problems have na solution unless 
exports are Increased, he said. 

The Treasury and the Sank of 
Israel have made a common front 
on this Issue, and insist on reducing 
the subsidy to export credits im- 
plied in the present low interest 
rates. Patt,- on the other hand. 


stoutly defends the Industrialists. 

Government sources predict that 
the final result of the discussions 
will be a cut in these subsidies, but 
by less than the Bank of Israel re- 
quested. As reported earlier, the 
Bank of Israel wants credits tor ex- 
ports granted In domestic currency 
to be linked to 50 per cent of the 
change In the exchange rate. In- 
stead of the 30.5 per cent interest 
that they pay on unlinked loans. 

Patt said yesterday that with the 
current slowdown in the domestic 
market, if exports also slow down, 
the economy may sink into stagna- 
tion, with more than 100,000 un- 
employed. According to Patt, the 
export credits now granted are not 
excessive, and the IS2.1b. of the 
subsidy -represented by low Interest 
rates is only a sixth of what would 
have had to he paid if the direct sub- 
sidies In force before October 1977 
had been retained. 

Patt added that Israel is compell- 
ed to subsidize Its exports because 
other countries do the same. He 
mentioned the Soviet Union, South 
Africa and Spain as examples.

NABLUS. — A sheep was 
slaughtered in celebration yester- 
day on the roof of the ambulance m 
which' Mayor Bassom Sh&k’a 
returned here after nearly a month 
of medical treatment in Am man. 

Ecstatic, almost hysterical 
crowds welcomed back the 49-year- 
old mayor who lost both legs when a 
bomb destroyed hia car on June 2 . 

Shak'a was transferred from a 
Jordanian ambulance to a. local 
Red Crescent ambulance In the 
middle of the AUenby Bridge across 
the Jordan River. 

Among those escorting him to the 
bridge were the three Hebrontarea 
deportees, Hebron Mayor Fahd 
Kawasma, Sheikh Rajah al- 
Tamimi. the kadi of the town, and 
Mayor Mohammed Milhem, of 
Halhoul. 

Israel troops kept crowds of well- 
wishers and reporters back aa the 
ambulance, escorted by army 
jeeps, proceeded to Nablus. Here, 
at least a thousand persons, mainly 
young men, escorted the am- 
bulance through the city streets. 

Banners welcoming "the father 
of our struggle" were strung across 
the entrance to the town which, 
after the enthused crowds passed 
through, was tranquiL Small 
detachments of Border Police and 
troops were on hand, but they kept 
away from the festooned Shak'a 
home where hordes of emotional 
supporters tried to push into the 
courtyard. 

Chants of FoZostin Arabiya 
(“Palestine la Arab”) and “With 
blood and spirit will we redeem 


you, O Bassam" (a chant origtn^tiy 
• reserved lor former. Egyptian 
president Garaal Abdel Nasser) 
were taken up. Same young men 
flailed the air with their hands' 
stained with the sheep’s blood. • 

Shak’a told them "People of" 
Palestine. I give you my life, : 
blood and my love. I owe you mfc* 
freedom and my Hfe." 

Turning to the scores of reporters^ 
and camera crews, Shak'a said, "I 
am very happy to return to my city.-,) 
and to my family and to my,, ouay-j , 
land.

Increase in milk prices 
asked by dairy farmers

TEL AVIV. — Dairy farmers are 
demanding an Increase' in milk 
prices because of spiralling produc- 
tion costs, Ami Kaplan, head at the 
Dairy Marketing Board said yester- 
day. 

If the government allows the 
fanners to raise the price of raw 
milk. It will result in an increase to 
the consumer of about the same 
level. The government no longer 
subsidizes the price of milk to the 
consumer. 

The ' farmers at present receive 
ISl.32^8 Aitre. They are demanding 
that the price he raised to shout 
ISI .50 a litre. 


Kaplan sold there is a trend 
towards less milk production. Dur- 
ing April and May, there was about 
10 per cent less milk in the moshav 
sector and about 3 per cent less in 
the kibbutz sector. 

Kaplan believes that the low 
profitability tor dairy farmers is 
forcing some farmers to look tor 
greener pastures. He also noted 
that, because the price of local beef 
had gone up, some fanners had 
slaughtered good milk cows for 
quick profit. 

The consumption of milk and 
dairy products Is about 10 per cent 
less than for the same period last 
year.

Ministers okay new road 
on private W. Bank land 


U.S. scores Voice of Hope 
as violation of Lebanese law

The Ministerial Defence Com- 
mittee has authorized the construc- 
tion of a new road to the West Bank 
settlement of Ellon Moreh on Jabal 
Kablr despite a legal opinion to the 
contrary from Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir, it was reported 
yesterday. 

Work on the road, which will re- 
quire the expropriation of privately 
owned Arab land in the area, has 
not yet begun. The road Is Intended 
to provide better access to the con- 
troversial Jewish settlement out- 
side Nablus. 

If the land is expropriated, the 
military government will apparent- 
ly be exercising the Jordanian law 
of expropriation for public pur- 
poses. This would not conflict with 
the original Ellon Moreh ruling. 


which limited expropriation of 
private land by the powers of 
military occupation to settlement 
that Is clearly tor security purposes 
only. 

Yesterday it was also reported 
that work on two new settlements in 
the Katif area of the Gaza Strip will 
begin within the next tow weeks. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
Is finalizing the budget tor the con- 
struction of the two settlements. 

A settlement group from the 
Hapoel Hamlzrachi movement is 
due to settle one of them. 

Another settlement, "Katif Vav," 
is planned for later this year. The 
three settlements are part of a bloc 
of six to be established in the Katif 
area, which lies between Rafah and 
the city of Gaza. ■ 


Health Ministry lists suggested dental fees

Effective today, dentists should 
charge between IS50 and IS118 for 
filling a cavity and between IS42 
and IS 123 for a simple extraction, 
according to Health Ministry 
gellnes published yesterday. 

The guidelines give what the 
ministry regards as "reasonable 
and acceptable" prices, but the 
prices are not legally binding. 

"Our price list is to let the public 
know what it should be paying and 
enable it to stay clear of dentists 


who overcharge,” said a ministry 
spokesman. 

.The guidelines, which update 
ones published five months ago, 
recommend the following prices: 
checkup — IS35-70; single X-ray — 
IS9-15: X-ray of whole mouth — up 
to IS125; surgical extraction — « 
1896-398: root canal treatment — 
IS96-398; Sold crown — ISB74- 
181,168.

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department yesterday lashed out 
against the Voice of Hope radio sta- 
tion in Southern Lebanon. 

Spokesman John Trattner in- 
dicated that the U.8. government’s , 
Internal Revenue Service la in- 
vestigating the tax-exempt status 
of the American evangelists finan- ' 
ring the radio station, which has 
been sympathetic to the Christian 
militia forces under the control of 
Maj. Sa'ad Haddad. 

The Voice of Hope Is owned by 
High Adventure Ministries. Sup- 
porters of the station, established 
last year. Include the Christian 
Broadcasting Network of Virginia 
Beach, Virginia; the -Praise the 
Lord network of Charlotte, North 
Carolina; and singer Pat Boone. 

Syndicated columnist- Jack 
Anderson reported yesterday that 
Uxe central government of Lebanon 
has protested to the U.S. against the 
private American Involvement in 
the station. 

Spokesman Trattner yesterday 
said the station had been establish- 
ed “Illegally — In defiance of 
Lebanese law." He charged that its 
facilities hod been -used by Had- 


dad's forces to issue "threats’" and 
"intimidations^ against "the peo- 
ple of Lebanon," UN peacekeeping 
forces in Southern Lebanon, and 
. "cm one occasion" an American of- 
ficer serving in a liaison capacity 
with- the UN units. 

Trattner said the existence of the 
station was also contrary to U.S. 
policy, which, he said, supports the 
integrity of Lebanon and UN 
Security Council Resolution 425. 
That resolution called far the exten- 
sion of Lebanese control throughout 
all of Lebanon. 

According to Jack Anderson, the 
station's owners have rejected for- 
mal appeals from the State Depart- 
ment to shut down their operation. 
Indeed, Anderson said, the 
evangelical group is currently rais- 
ing funds to build a television sta- 
tion and a short-wave transmitter 
in the area. 

At least one concerned member 
of Congress reportedly requested 
the IRS investigation to determine 
whether High Adventure Ministries 
violated its religious tax-exempt 
status by engaging in political ac- 
tivity. 

Meanwhile, the State Depart- 
ment yesterday appealed far an end 
to the latest outbreak of fighting In 
Lebanon by “private armies.”

Iraqi shot dead 
in Beirut street 

BEIRUT (Reuter). — An employee 
at the Iraqi Embassy was shot dead 
In Beirut yesterday and three other 
people were wounded, one serious- 
ly, by unidentified gunmen who 
opened fire from a passing car, an 
Iraqi spokesman said. 

Embassy press attache Badr Ab- 
dallah Add ay named the dead man 
as 28-year-old Ibrahim Khazaal, 
shot .outside a West Beirut college. 

Two other embassy staff were 
slightly wounded In the attack, 
along with a student who was badly 
Injured, be said. All the victims 
were Iraqis.

The UJS. election is seen rather 
differently in Cairo from the way it 
Is seen In Israel. * It Is not the 
character of the man who will even- 
tually lead America, but the elec- 
tions themselves that are seen as 
the bridge that is the next to he 
crossed. 

Neither Ronald Reagan nor Jim- 
my Carter will change Egypt’s 
'foreign policy or Its attitude to 
negotiations with Israel, It is said 
here. Few hopes are held out that 
the next president will exert 
pressure on Israel. 

All Cairo wants is to get this elec- 
tion stage over so that the new 
president, whoever he may be. will 
be free to devote himself, with the 
same degree of responsibility and 
Involvement as President Carter 
has. 

For Cairo, there are three 
necessary pre-conditions for say 
real progress to be made in meeting 
Israel’s complaints on the pace of 
normalization: that the White 
House be occupied by its next In- 
cumbent and that he be able to 
manoeuvre the current 
negotiations between Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt la such a way as to draw 
Israel and Its' new prime minister 
into them.

And 
this was a pity because the navy 
deserves to blow its own trumpet a 
little. 

At least Almog gave us food for 
thought. There was the almost 
casual reminder that the sea was 
file one front where there was a* 
chance of direct confrontation with 
^countries which had no direct 
' access to Israel. Libya, for In- 
stance, where Mad Hatter Gaddafi 
is buying himself one of the most 
modem navies in the area, with the 
liberal assistance at countries east 
and. west of the Iron Curtain. He has 
acquired: nine submarines of ad- 
vanced design; SO missile boats 
With advanced rocketry; four 
Italian- built corvettes reported to 
include the very latest in elec- 
tronics and assorted fireworks. 
(The Italians don't have a very 
good naval record but their ship 
designers have a tradition of ex- 
cellence.) 

It isn’t only the ships, it's the 
weapons they mount. Gaddafi's 
fleet Is equipped with the latest mis- 
siles available for love (from the 
Russians) and/or money (from the 
French). Some of the new 
. hardware has a range of more 
than 100 km. This puts Israel's ship- 
ping lanes well within reach of the 
Libyans. 

Moreover, new enemy mJssUea now ■ 
available can be used for pinpoint 
sea-to-land bombardment, and 
■ have the same kind of long-range 
capability. Ships flying false 
colours, and heading for a Syrian - 
port, could fire off a salvo at Israeli 
coastal targets and be off before 
Israel Navy units weighed anchor.

He then went oh to discuss the 


Saudi naval force which could 
dominate the Red Sea and the Eilat 
approaches. Its new units were 
equipped with the sophisticated 
American Harpoon missile. 

The Saudis were not such a direct 
threat. However, the Iraqis would 
find It difficult to resist taking part 
in a future flare-up. They had an 
Impressive new weapon In the 
French Super Frelon helicopter, 
which carried air-to-sea missiles, 
and could he flown in to reinforce 
the Syrians in a matter of hours. 

Then there was the Egyptian 
fleet, now in' the process of moder- 
nization. It Is exchanging Its Soviet 
weapons for American. The U.S. 
and England are cooperating in this 
work of modernization (which 
could have harmful future effects 
for Israel In a possible post-Sadat 
period). 

It is ironic that the Arabs have 
learned their lessons from the Oc- 
tober War, and Imitate Israeli 
methods whenever possible: it is 
the Israelis who at any rate appear 
to be marking time. • 

The Israel Navy was modernized 
largely as a result of the reaction to 


entire coastline. The Navy's 
achievement is not less than the Ar- 
my's on all fronts over the same 
period. 

However, the future is not rosy. 
Like the rest of the Defence es- 
tablishment, the Navy has its 
problems, which existed before the 
new budget cuts. 

Torpedo boats spent more time at 
sea than they should, as dl^ the 
Dabur ships. 

Things have reached a low ebb, 
“the danger line," Alut Almog 
observed. 

Moreover the Cherbourg boats 
are no longer modern, according to 
naval standards . (which are quite 
conservative). They have a 
Ufespan at about two decades. Skater 
ships were now needed, which could 
maintain themselves at sea for 
longer periods. (This is because the 
greater range of contemporary 
missiles will force the Navy to 
operate further from its shoreline 
and bases than in the past.) 

Aluf Almog didn't say how budget 
cuts would affect the Navy. I 
wonder, however, why the Navy 
finds it necessary, at this time, to 
Invest IL4m. In new headgear. It's 
true the new Amerlcan-style of- 
ficer’s cap is very chic. Probably 
Israeli officers, like their American 
counterparts, will dip the gold braid 
in sea water, to get the right stained 
effect that marks them off from 
landlubbers. 


WHEN a performance timed for 9 
p.m. begins nearly 20 minutes later, 
it runs the risk of outstaying its 
pleasure.

As the other suitor, Donn

THE WORLD GATHERING of 
Jewish Holocaust Survivors in 
Jerusalem next June will be the 
first and the last of Its kind, accor- 
ding to executive committee chair- 
man Ernest W. Michel. 

"Moat survivors are In their 60s 
and 70s, and this will undoubtedly 
be the last gathering of the 
Holocaust survivors,*’ he said- 

When they do converge In Israel, 
they will be fulfilling a 36-year 
dream. 

The idea for a world gathering 
started In the camps during World 
War II, said Michel. 

A number of men and women ex- 
pressed the hope then that "if - we 
survive. If this whole thing comes to 
an end, someday we'd like to meet 
as free men and women." 

The idea was crystallized In the 
winter of 1977-78 at Kibbutz Netzer 
Serenl, which was formed by 
Buchenwald survivors. Over coffee 
one day, the kibbutz members and 
Michel, who was visiting, talked 
about the plan they bad discussed in 
the camps. 

"Out of this developed plans for 
the world gathering," Michel said. 

“It started Informally. Then we 
began to say that if we do it. It ought 
to be done with the dignity that such 
a gathering should have."

The testa- 
ment will be signed by every sur- 
vivor ■ present- and will be 
presented to the second generation 


MORE THAN recalling the 
Holocaust for the world, the world 
gathering “will be an opportunity 
for survivors from all over the 
world — 'once In their lifetime — to 
be with. each other; to meet and- 
share the common memories of the 
past, the achievements of the pre- 
sent and the aspirations for the 
future." 

To this end, said Michel, "we are 
attempting to get funds to create a 
survivor village in Jerusalem,” 
which will last throughout the en- 
tire week. 


In addition, each survivor will be 
Invited to bring along a recording of 
his or her personal history, or 
written memoir for the archives at 
Yad Vashem, as well as personal 
Holocaust mgmnr ahfHft for preser- 
vation. 


Another highlight of the world 
gathering will be the construction 
of a permanent memorial to be 
made from rocks brought to Israel 
fay every participant 

Each survivor will be asked to 
bring the rock from bis or her home, 
and inscribe on it the names of 
family- members who died in World 
War n. The rocks will. become part 
of the Monument of the Survivors, 
dedicated to those who died. 


Hundreds of second--, and third- 
genertion family members are also 
expected to attend the gathering. 

Said Michel: "The world realizes 
the magnitude of the crime that 
was committed during that time 
where an attempt was made to 
systematically- eradicate' one peo- 
ple from the world. It has taken till 
now to see that attempt. Hopefully, 
people will learn from it so it will 
never happen again." V i ?

On the afternoon of that day, 
there will be a gathering In front Of 
the Knesset, followed by a closing 
ceremony at the Western Wall. 

Dining that ceremony, the legacy 
of warning and hope will be formal- 
ly passed on to the young genera- 
tion. 

- Michel said that about 10 per cent 
of the .300,000 to 400,000 Holocaust 
sujrvfvors live In Israel. He also said 
he expected some survivors to 
travel from Poland and other 
Eastern bloc countries for the 
gathering.

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The case for or against ombudsmen 
in the insurance industry

TEL AVIV. — WU1 on ombudsman 
solve some of the problems facing 
persons who feel that their claims 
against insurance companies are 
not being swiftly and properly 
handled? 

“No.” says Avner Rom, general 
manager of Mlgdal-Blnyan, a Bank 
Leuml affiliate. “I feel so strongly 
in this matter that I was the only 
one in the Insurance industry who 
raised- his voice against the Idea, 
but I was voted down.” According 
to present plans, the Israel In- 
surance Association will establish 
the office of ombudsman this 
month. 

Rom bases his thinking on 
several factors. 

First, most companies at present 
have tbelr own ombudsman, or 
equivalent official. Moreover, there 
is a person within the office otthe 
superintendent of Insurance In the 
Finance Ministry, who also handles 
such matters, either simultaneous- 
ly with the company involved, or as 
a sort of court of appeal. 

Second, and more important, 
complaints usually do not fall 
within the province of one com: 
pany, but involve argument 
between two companies. In a colli- 
sion, for example, which driver is 
at fault? Or are both to blame? Un- 
til this can be ironed out, and It la 
rare that an Israeli driver will 
come forward- and admit — “I'm to 
blame" — matters will be subject 
to delays. 

“I believe that in the overwhelm- 
ing majority of cases an om- 
budsman will only delay matters, 
not expedite them," he says. “A 
wise and swift decision taken within 
a company Itself will In most cases 
be better than trying to have an om- 
budsman mediate or arbitrate the 
problem," he adds. 

The problems about claims cen- 
tre around two main things. The 
first is the delay In payment — es- 
pecially In hyper-inflationary 
times, when each month means a 
loss of between five and ten per 
cent: the second is the slse of the 
claim. . — 

Despite the backlog In cases. 
Rom says, everything Is done to 
arrive at a settlement as soon as 
possible. “Rut no final payment can 
be authorized until the surveyor es- 
tablishes the size of the claim. Then 
payment is generally made Im- 
mediately, hut not later than 
between 30 and 45 days." 

But Rom admits that this Is only 
in small claims, like baahed-in 
fenders. But what happens when a 
person is Injured, winds up In 
hospital, and becomes an Invalid? 

Settling such a claim can take a 
long time. Not only must the per- 
son's present and future earning 
power be taken' Into considera- 
tion, Jxutyalao a.-variapMfe-othar-*. 
matters." ..

"Although many such cases go to 
court, we believe that a settlement 
can be reached much, fas ter by the 
company," Rom says. Such claims 
have one tremendous advantage (If 
the injury to a person himself Is Ig- 
nored). "After. six months the 
amount of the final sum decided 
upon is fully linked and bears in- 
terest from the day the claim was 
filed." 

This has led to a strange situation 
in which persons whose claims are 
not settled almost immediately, try 
to drag them out for six months, so 
they can benefit from the linkage 
and Interest 

But Rom points out that like 
everything else in this world, there 
are two sides to the story. “There 
are some clients who want to take 
the Insurance company for a ride, 
and make exorbitant claims. 

“We can't pay each and every 
claim without Investigating and 
getting the relevant reports. If 
claims ratios are rising — it means 
that we will have to raise premium 
rates. This is being done from time 
to time — premiums have to be ad- 
justed to underwriting results. But, 
it should not be forgotten that for 
the last few years we have usually 
been operating in a hotly com- 
petitive business — In spite of the 
adverse results In elementary In- 
surance.” 

The two big money-losers In the 
insurance field, traffic accidents 
and burglaries, have been worrying 
him (and all others In the field) con- 
siderably. 

Rom feels that there Is little that 
the Insurance companies can do to 
reduce traffic accidents. They en- 
courage careful driving by no- 
claim bonuses and "punish” 
accident-prone drivers by higher 
premiums. “The police are doing 
the best they can, and all we can do 
Is give our moral support." 

But in the field of burglaries the 
companies are taking vigorous 
steps. Perhaps the most Important 
is raising the"setf -participation” of 
homeowners. __ 

For example, if the company 
does not pay insurance on the value 
of the first IL5.000 or IL10.000 or 
even IL25,000 : of .the stolen 
damaged property, and the 


householder has to bear this 
burden, he Is under considerable 
pressure to take steps to prevent 
break-ins. Ban are put on the win- 
dows; more and better locks are-in- 
stalled on doors (which are often 
exchanged for new reinforced all- 
metal doors) ; valuables are kept in 
wall or floor-safes, or better stOl, In 

bank safe-deposit boxes. * 

Moreover, the insurance com- 
panies in the future will demand, 
according to regulations recently 
issued, that each householder sub- 
mit a list of his valuables and their 
identifying marks. This becomes a 
complicated job In regard to rugs 
and pictures, although it is quite 
simple for cameras and guns, 
which have serial numbers 
stamped onto them. 

The greater part (in financial 
terms) of all burglaries concerns 
shops, especially those handling 
high-priced and easy-to-sell goods. 
The companies insist that 
sophisticated anti-burglary 
devices, such - as electronic detec- 
tion Instruments, be Installed by the 
shop owners. In most cases shops 
cannot obtain Insurance unless they . 
meet these requirements. Mlgdal 
Itself has five inspectors on the road 
constantly checking If stores and 
warehouses are properly secure 
before Issuing or renewing a policy. 

However, most Insurance com- 
panies give some period of grace to 
allow businessmen to take the 
necessary steps. Moreover, “anti- 
burglary companies" — a new field 
of specialization In a country where 
only a few decades ago it was not 
necessary (according to legend, at 
least) to lock doors — offer various 
methods for safeguarding business 
premises. 

A bit of absurdity has been addel 
to the insurance picture by the 
cent almost total freeze o J 
transferring money from forefc • 
currency accounts, 'Rom thinks..* 0 
Formerly, many persons, ei® 
peel ally industrialists, preferred t7? 
insure their plants and equipmerP 
In a foreign currency, since it la ir 
such currency that they, have to buy 
equipment if the plant goes up In 
fire. 

Previously, they could do this by 
simply transferring foreign curren- 
cy from one' Patam account to 
another. 

But now, Rom says, due to' the 
freeze of such transfers, these tran- 
sactions have to be carried out In 
local currency, both with regard to 
premium payments and claim 
settlements. 

In the alternative — a whole 
series of foreign currency buying 
and selling has to be undertaken, - 
which raises the cost of the transac- - 

tion. — - 

Rom hopes that the authorities ; 
will solve this problem quickly and - 
give the necessary permission for 1 
policies which are — at least partly ^ 
— dependent on foreign currency, 7 
to be handled as in the past 


Jobless rate jumps to 4.4%

Unemployment in the first 
quarter of the year reached 57,000, 
or 22,000 more than in the first three 
months of 1079. The jobless rate Is 
now 4.4 per cent as against 2.8 per 
cent last year. 

According to figures released 
this week by the Central Bureau of 
• Statistics, the labour force 
numbered 1.295,500 — on Increase 
of 2.3 per cent over the same period 
lost year. 

The increase in unemployed 
nearly equals the period’s entire 
addition to the civilian labour force. 
Participation In the labour force 
remained practically unchanged, 
at 49.2 per cent of the population 
aged 14 and above. 

While the male labour force In- 
creased by only 1 per cent, and 
stood at 819,800 men, there was a 4.5 
per cent rise In the female labour 
force. With 476.000 women either 
working or seeking employment. 

Unemployment among women, 
like last year, was higher than 
among men — 4.6 per cent as com- 
pared with 4.8 per cent. But un- 
employment among men has risen 
more sharply than among women 
compared with last year. In the 
first quarter of 1979, only 2.3 per 
cent of the male labour force was 
unemployed, compared with 3.7 per 
cent among women, 


Industrial employment was down 
by 1.3 per cent. In agriculture the 
fall was 3 per cent. In personal ser- 
vices — 4 per cent, and In construc- 
tion and commerce, 6 and 7 per 
cent, respectively. 

As against these declines in the 
productive sectors of the economy, 
employment In the public services 
went np by 5 per cent, and In finan- 
cial services — by 8' per cent. 
Employment in transportation rose 
by 3.7 per cent.

TEL AVIV. — The unit trust 
"Erez” (Bank Hapoallm) had a 
yield of 20.65 per cant during June, 
the highest yield of any unit trust 
during that month. "Erez" 
specializes In stocks. 

Discount Bank's "Dekel” (which 
also specializes In stocks), had a 
yield of 17.80 per cant. Among the 
unit trusts which concentrate on 
linked bonds, the highest return, 
7.60 per cent, was chalked up by 
"Ofir" (Leuml), followed by 
“Sela" (Mizrahi) with 5.85 per cent. 


Insurance clerks in wage dispute

TEL AVIV. — More than 709 
workers of the Mlgdal Binyan in- 
surance company, a Bank Leuml 
affiliate, took a one-day "vacation" 
yesterday to force management to 
give them two months pay on ac- 
count of the wage contract they are 
now negotiating. 

Some 40 department beads will 
not turn up for work today for the 
same reason. 

Management is ready to offer the 
workers a one-month advance until 
the contract is signe d. 

Insurance industry circles point 
out that following last year's labour 


troubles In the banks; whose 
workers are closely linked for pay 
purposes to those of the insurance 
companies, attempts are being 
made this year to have t he i n- 
surance workers sign a contract 
before the banks. 

Thus, the bank workers will be 
able to base their claims on the con- 
tracts signed with the Insurance 
companies.

LONDON (Reuter). — Britain 
Monday said a fond farewell to Its 
little sliver coin, the sixpence, 
which figured in the myths of 
childhood for centuries. 

Already doomed by decimaliza- 
tion of the currency In 1971, the six- 
pence, or "tanner” as It is known in 
slang, officially disappeared from 
circulation at midnight. 

British children will no longer 
find a sixpence under their pillows 
in the morning after a visit to the 
dentist. The folklore said the fairies - 
put it there to compensate for a lost 
tooth. 


The sixpence was also hid den in 
the plum pudding on Christmas 
day, bringing luck to Its finder, 
though strictly traditional families 
used the silver three-penny bit. long 
since obsolete. 

The “tanner” figured in popular 
songs, notably "I’ve got sixpence, a 
Jolly Jolly sixpence.” and saw the 
British through 429 years and 21 
monarchs. 

In 1971 there were .two billion six- 
pence coins in circulation. Today, 
only 140 million are left, destined 
for the melting pot or for private 
collectors.

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Who’s afraid of Geula Cohen? 

WAS IT the pawajre of MK Geula Cohen's Jerusalezxr hill In the 
Knesset's low co mmitt e e that caused the adoption by the Securi- 
ty Council, a few hours, later, of its latest resolution decrying 
Israel's “unilateral" actions in changing the "character and 
status" of this country's capital? 

Most probably not. The 14 council members who voted for the 
text had bad their minds firmly .made up long before they learn- 
ed of the committee’s move. Although President Carter held up 
a decision on the U.S. vote until almost the last moment, he 
seems to have been leaning all "along towards Ambassador j 
McHenry’s advice for an. abstention rather than a veto. I 

What the Knesset law committee nevertheless did was to hand I 
all 15 members of the council on a platter the best possible ex- 
cuse — or justification, as they would doubtless call it — for 
their decision. ' 

To be Sure, Israel’s reunification of Jerusalem has been a 
bone of contention between it and most of the rest of the world, 
including the U.S., since summer 1967. But It had not been an es- 
pecially active issue, for years — until. just recently. 

A number of governments, including the American, have in 
the meantime come around to the view that the fcity should not 
be forcibly redivided, as It was during the period of Jordanian 
occupation; and that Israel's work in repairing Jordan's 
devastation In the eastern part could not be undone. This, 
roughly, is even Egypt’s position today. 

But no UN member, not even the U.S.. let alone Egypt, has 
come to accept the legitimacy of the assertion of Israel's ex- 
clusive sovereignty over all of Jerusalem, and particularly the 
suggestion (never, it is true, until this week made explicit in 
Israel's domestic legislation) that Jerusalem was tube barred 
from the agenda of any future peace talks. 

Since'the beginning of the direct peace negotiations between 
Israel and Egypt, the Arab re jectionists have repeatedly tried 
to revive the issue of Jerusalem as a potential spoke in the 
wheels of U.S.-sponsored peace diplomacy. 

The fear of grievous damage to the peace process was what 
prompted Washington to even listen to Israeli urgjngs that it 
cast a veto on the latest Jerusalem resolution — despite the em- 
barrassment It might cause the U.S. in its relations with the 39 
sponsors, all members of the Islamic Conference, and notably 
with Saudi Arabia. 

The Americans had no difficulty approving a censure of 
Israel's actions in Jerusalem and a description of East 
Jerusalem as “occupied t e rr i tory." But they could not readily 
agree to the wholesale deliberate distortion of Resolution 242 in- 
serted into the text 

The embarrassment of casting the veto right after the 
Knesset vote would, however', in the U.S. view, have been too 
much to tolerate, even if everything else had argued in favour of 
a veto. Thus Israel (as represented by the law committee) again 
played right Into the hands of its enemies. Why did it do so? 

In the case of MK Geula Cohen, there is no mystery. This one- 
time Herat loyalist views the peace with Egypt as a dangerous 
fraud, and is looking forward to the nation’s Resurgence 
through an ecstatic confrontation with the whole wide world. In 
a JerasaJsm bill that does-to fact nottdbgto enhance the city’s 
standfw as XnaePsfea^ltSl’but makdFMusalem formally non- 
negotUtfate far any aspect, and in anyway, she found an ideal 
vehicle for her brand of politics. , 

She also found in it a perfect means of leading her former 
coalition colleagues by the nose. 

These committee members could have, dissociated 
themselves from her by su p por tin g the suggestion of chairman 
David Glass, that they take their time and produce a genuine 
capital-city law. Instead they defeated the proposal. And, joined 
this time Igr -.the Labour MBs, timid souls apparently fearing a 
nationalist backlash, they passed the bill 10 to 2 in one brief mor- 
ning session. 

The foreign ministry ixaaid to hove been surprised by the 
lightning speed, and somewhat unhappy with the result. But, 
true to Mr. Begin's pledge (when the bill first reached the . 
Knesset, in mid-May, and Mr. Sadat raised strong objections to 
it) that the government would do nothing to inhibit its progress, 
the ministry did nothing to persuade the committee that the bffl, 
whatever its merits, was untimely, and not In the country’s best 
interest. 

Israel needs the Cohen bill as it needs a hole in the head. That, 
indeed, is what the bill amounts to even before It has been turn- 
ed into law.

Dry Bones 
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TERRORIST attacks caused more 
deaths and more casualties' in the 
world in 1979 than during any 
previous year since American 
authorities began keeping records 
Jn 1968. the Central Intelligence 
Agency sold recently. 

- Terrorists continue to prefer 
operations tn the industrialized 
democracies, of Western Europe 
and North America, the CLAssid. 

Neatly half of all incidents In 19T9 
were recorded In Western Europe, 
both by -indigenous org anis a tion s 
and by groups that have chosen to 
export their grievances. If said. 

Perhaps due In part to increased 
governmental countermeasures. 
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terro ris m in Latin America and the 
Middle East in 1979 lagged far 
below the levels recorded in 1978. 

For 1979 as a whole, there wes a 
decrease in the number of inter- 
national terrorist Incidents, the CIA 
reported. But there has been no 
decrease in casualties from inter- 
national terrorist attacks, . 

In a report oh “International 
Terrorism in 1979," the CLA said: 

"Officials and businessmen — es- 
pecially individuals who are sym- 
bols of Western power and wealth 
— are still the primary targets. 
Tourists and other private citizens 
are victimised only incidentally, for 
example, as passengers on a hi- 
jacked airliner. West European 
nationals were victimised in 47 per 
cent of all reported incidents. . 

"North Americans were the se- 
cond moat frequent target*. Among 
U.S. victims, businessmen con- 
tinued to be the most nuxnerooa. 
although the absolute number of at- 
tacks against corporations has 
dramatically decreased. A t tacks 
against American diplomatic In- 
stallations — fusled by false 
rumours of UA orchestration of 
the attack on the Grand Mosque in 
Mecca — increased at year’s end." 
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IN OPENING the Zionist General 
Council last week, Mr. Arye 
DuMn’a delivered what was large- 
ly, and in good measure correctly, a 
- recitation of doom. It was a litany 
of disaster throughout the Jewish 
.world. Tn this gloom, Mr. Dulxin 
reached out for a slim straw — a 
new youth movement called Telem, 

. which might bring forth an increase 
• m aliya from America — and he 
paid much homage to this nebulous 
hope. 

Much of the disaster Mr. Dubdn 
reported on concerned the growing 
wave of intermarriage and 
assimilation. The campus Is ram- 
pant ‘with non- Jewish Jews who 
have not only rejected the religious 
heritage of old but also have no 
regard for the Zionist aspiration of 
today. A peaceful holocaust is 
eating up the ranks of Jewry. 

Mr. Ptrisfn spoke about the single 
antidote to this grim prognosis — 
Jewish Education. A good, substan- 
tial Jewish-ZIonist education. For 
this education the World Zionist 
Movement — Jewish Agency has 
joined hands with the Israel govern- 
ment in allocating vast sums an- 
nually. 

Funds, such as the Pine us Fund, 
will be greatly increased.' The 
education will have substantial 
means and, perhaps, will alleviate „ 
a grievous . cancer in the Jewish 
people's body. 

Yet, it seems that several Issues 


AN INTERESTING phenomenon 
appears to be developing in 
relations between diaspora. Jews 
and Israel which demonstrates the 
resilience and vitality of the 
organic Unit between the two. . 

Over the past three years, a cer- 
tain gap had begun to appear 
between many Zionists abroad due 
-to a disagreement with the policies 
of the Begin government. 

For many ardent supporters of 
Israel, the policies of this govern- 
ment appeared Illogical, needlessly 
provocative or downright suicidal. 
Particularly the policy of 
settlements in the West Bank dur- 
ing the delicate negotiating 
process. The settlement policy 
appears to have been implemented 
at the expense of important re- 
quirements of the faltering Israeli 
economy and without any apparent 
or demonstrable connection with 
Israel’s security needs. It has been 
a most difficult, issue for Israel’s 
supporters abroad to comprehend, 
much less defend. 

For many Jews, however, par- 
ticularly Americana, it was difficult 
to draw a distinction between sup- 
port for the State of Israel on the 
one hand and the specific policies of 
this government on the other. 

Torn between their desire to 
assist the state in every way and 
their increasing Objections to 
Israel’s current policies, they chose

Jew and non-Jew, to apostacy or, to * t>ni roarrymg the girl I 
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more mildly, to a severance of ac- 
tive ties with' the Jewish communi- 
ty and people. But the tragedy is no 
longer considered to he great; the 
community accepts assimilated 
Jews. They lead Jewish communal 
organizations affiliated with the 
World Zionist Movement — Jewish 
'Agency. 

We become accustomed to the 
"tragedy" and It ceases so to be. 
Soon the drama will pass anti we 
will become attuned to it. Then 
assimilation will proceed and the 
body of the Jewish people will be 
quietly dismembered. 

WHY DOES this happen? Because 
we see assimilation only In its final 
form. We see it In final stages and 
think we can beat it with- 
“ education." We are, today, lamen- 
ting the results of an aaalmilatory 
process that started a century ago. 

Assimilation does not begin with 
intermarriage or apostacy; it ends 
with them. * Assimilation begins 
with the first morsel of trefa that 
was consumed; with the first non- 
kosher kitchen; with the first ride 
on Shabbat

love?" 

Assimilation must be treated at 
Its source — the Jewish home asd 
life-style — not at Its pinnacle. That 
Jewish life that remains true to 
Tora law, whether out of faith or 
national loyalty, resists assimila- 
tion. It may choose to resist 
"modernity'' in life as do those of 
Mea She'artm or to Incorporate 
modernity as did the followers of 
Rabbi SJR. Hirsch. But it remains 
scrupulously -committed to Jewish 
values. Then It la not assimilated. 
Anything less Is assimilation. It 
starts with a lesser degree; it leads 
to Jewish decimation. 

EDUCATION as an "antidote" 
must meet the fundamental 
challenges of assimilation. Not 
money, not Hebrew language, not 
"Zionist Ideology" alone will do the 
trick. Young people have political 
entities in Europe. America and 
elsewhere. Only Zionism ensconced 
in Jewish living can have true 
meaning. Only education which im- 
poses solid commitments to Jewish 
living in the home end personal life 
can hope to overcome the assimila- 
tion scourge. 

Vast experiments have been 
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made In the matter of Jewish "sur- 
vival." America has seen great 
wealth expended on buildings, 
staffs, techniques and com- 
promises of Reform, Conservative 
and some Orthodox trends. With all 
this accommodation, assimilation 
grows. Secular Zionists thought 
they had the answer. Now we hear 
the laments. 

With the Sunday school and the 
afternoon Hebrew school virtually 
bankrupt, we must strive to build

to remain silent. Worse, some ac- 
tually gave up In despair. They lost 
Interest and even began to question 
.their own Zionism and the meaning 
of the Zionist dream — at least as it 
is translated into reality by today's 
Israel. 

Israelis travelling abroad cannot 
help but notice this phenomenon. 
Most recently, Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek found It necessary to 
publicly dissociate himself from the 
views of the present government, 
apparently in response to the highly 
critical atmosphere he found in the 
American Jewish community. 

Meanwhile, Peace Now has mov- 
ed Into the gap that has developed 
between diaspora Jews and the 
State of Israel. Israelis visiting 
abroad — and those hosting 
overseas Jewish guests here — In- 
variably encounter questions about 
this movement and a desire by the 
diaspora Jews to hear its positions. 


More startling, perhaps, groups 
and Individuals in Europe and the 
U.S. have spontaneously set up 
Friends of Peace Now movements, 
sometimes inviting the organisa- 
tion in Israel to send represen- 
tatives to address' them, often simp- 
ly conducting activities as indepen- 
dent, local organizations. 

Last month, an official American 
Friends at Peace Now was launch- 
ed in New York. Among Its foun- 
ding members are some of 
America’s leading Zionist rabbis, 
scholars, writer* and other 
members of the 'American Zionist 
community, all seeking ways to 
maintain their Identification with 
the humanistic values of Zionism 
and the State of Israel. 

A week later, a founding con- 
ference was held by the Washington 
branch of the American Friends of 
Peace Now at the Jewish Communi- 


ty Centre of Greater Washington. 
Addressed by author Irving Howe 
and visiting Israeli Mordechai Bar- 
On, forma- education chief of the 
IDF and former head of the Youth 
and Hehalutz Department of the 
Jewish Agency, this gathering at- 
tracted severed hundred local sup- 
porters of Israel. The group has 
already started publishing a 
newspaper in Hebrew and English, 
the first issue of which announced 
that a qonference at the 
Philadelphia branch of Friends of 
Peace Now was, to be held shortly. 

* This activity followed the crea- 
tion of a Middle West chapter of the 
Friends of Peace Now, based In 
Chicago and encompassing 
organizations from four Middle 
Western states, which held a sym- 
posium at the University of Wiscon- 
sin in the spring. All this activity 
has been matched by a similar 
phenomenon in Europe, where the 


Jewish life from the bottom up — 
with people and homes committed 
to Jewish .living; with education so 
committed and schools offering 
maximum programmes; with an 
Ideology that can demand a Jew be- 
ing a Jew (why do we need to be 
Jews, anyway.) Then the dirge will 
turn to joy and we shall "return to 
Zion in song."

Friends of Peace Now meet 
regularly and hold well-attended 
functions addressed by noted 
figures of secular and religious 
European Jewry. 

In Europe, as in the U.8., leaders 
of Jewish communities have ex- 
pressed their support for Peace 
Now as a means of maintaining 
their identification with Israel and 
Zionism. 

Thus, this “extra-parlia- 
mentary," non-party, broad- 
based and wholly voluntary move- 
ment, which represents the views of 
tens of thousands of Israelis, has 
provided a bridge for diaspora 
Jews, a means of continued iden- 
tification and support for the state 
without the need for lies or 
apologies, without the wrenching 
dilemmas and without the doubts 
about the meaning of Zionism. 

It would appear that just as the 
original reserve officers* letter 
triggered a . massive popular 
response within Israel two years 
ago, leading £o tfie creation ol 
Peace Now, the existence of thil 
movement Has now touched a 
responsive chord amongst Israel V 
supporters abroad.

organization of militant Jewish 
students who are convinced that 
Israel is theirs and theirs alone, has 
embarked on a shamelessly bigoted 
campaign designed to slur the 
name of all Arabs as such, to expel 
them, from the university as PLO 
supporters, and to drive them from 
their land. 

A pamphlet distributed on the un- 
iversity campus by "Our Israel" 
declares that Arabs are by nature 
Incapable of existing in a 
democratic environment, that they 
are orderly and trustworthy only 
under strict military rule. It calls, 
as a result, for the confiscation of 
all Arab lands both In Israel proper 
and in the occupied territories. 
Members of this organization have 
also taken to harassing Arab 
students In the halls; they call on 
guards to deny them entrance to un- 
iversity buildings, on waitresses to 
refuse them service in the 
cafeterias. 

In a recent demand issued to the 
President of the University,- they 
requested that all prospective Arab 
students be subjected to a thorough 
security check as a condition of ad- . 
mission, and that all Jewish 
students be permitted to bear arms 
in the corridors and classrooms of 
the university. Two weeks ago a 
swastika (of all things!) appeared 
on a building wall with the chilling 
summons: "Death to Arabs." 

In the face of these blatant 
threats and violations, and despite 
our repeated appeals for a public 
condemnation, the President of the 
, University, Mr. Gershon Avner, 
remains silent and inactive. His 
principal contribution to' the 
restoration of a civilized' learning 
environment was to request the 
assistance of the Student Govern- 
ment In preventing political activi- 
ty Initiated by the university's Arab 
Student Committee, the only group 
on campus whose right to organize 
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demands complete freedom of 
organization of public activity, the 
contents of which would be public 
agitation in favour of the policies of 
the PLO, the putting an end to the 
Zionist entity and the State of 1 
Israel, and support for all terrorist 
activity which is designated to 
promote this politi cal aim. 

The Executive Committee of the 
University (consisting of public 
figures and academic staff) as well 
as the Senate of the University 
(consisting of academic staff only) 
formally decided some years ago to 
permit all legitimate political ac- 
tivity on campus consistent with the 
laws of this country. 

It will be recalled that the 
minister of Justice, Mr. S. Tamir, 
declared recently In the Knesset in 
reply to- a direct question that the 
PLO Is not a legal organization! in 
this country. 

Moreover it is dear from 
paragraph 138, 134a and 136 of the 
Criminal Law passed in the Knesset 
in 1977 that public activity and 
agitation in favour of the policies of 
the PLO runs contrary to the iaws 
of Israel, and' we are therefore 
bound to oppose such activity, in 
terms of the relevant decision of the 
Executive -Committee and the 
Senate. 

It is true, as said in the letter, that 
a group of students called "Our 
Israel" has .recently demanded of 
us that all prospective Arab 
students be subjected to a security 
check as a condition of admission, 
and that Jewish students be per- 
mitted to bear arms. The Universi- 
ty has rejected these demands. 
Equally, we have rejected their de- 
mand that any student shall be at 
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once ejected from the University if 
he expresses pro-PLO sentiments 
In any form or manner. According 
to the constitution of the University, 
no student can be ejected 
automatically for any act what- 
soever; there has to be the due 
process of proceedings before the 
Disciplinary Committee, where the 
accused has a right to defend 
himself, witnesses have to be 
brought and the verdict of the Com- 
mittee is subject to submission to 
an Appeals Committee. 

It Is equally true that the “Our 
Israel" group distributed various 
leaflets, the contents of which are 
Illegal, by the same token of the 
above-mentioned law. However, 
these were not signed and we were 
unable to catch the distributors. We 
.do not have a campus police force. 
The same is true for slogans which 
were written on walls, but similar 
despicable slogans were written on 
walls by students who side with the 
"Cam pus" organization. 

On the other hand, the 
Disciplinary Committee has recent- 
ly passed verdicts against 
members of the "Our Israel" 
organization for resorting to 
violence against Arab students. 

It is true that the University 
refuses to recognise an Arab 
Students Committee, this on various 
grounds, including the one that, in 
Its own propaganda material, it 
supports anti-Israel and anti- 
Zionist agitation. One of the two 
signatories of the letter which you 
received is the leader of those 
amongst the Arab students who de- 
mand the right to full public agita- 
tion in favour of the PLO. 

Democracy is not at all in danger 
at this University where vigorous 
political activity within the legal 
and legitimate limits takes place all 
the time.

This helped lead to our return from 
brutal banishment to Bin-Sultan 
back to our home and birthplace in 
Belt-Sahour. 

Despite all the troubles they have 
caused us, the authorities Insist on 
trying my son Tarlk In the Military 
Court at Ramallah. They accuse 
him of stoning a military car on 
May 13, 1980. 

- My son Tarlk underwent a 
dangerous operation in his urinary 
system as a result of strong blows 
he received. He needs constant 
medical care. As a result of the tor- 
ture he suffered, he now faints tod 
loses consciousness frequently. 

Our whole family was exiled to 
Ein-Sultan for eight days, under un- 
bearable and Inhuman cir- 
cumstances. Damage was caused 
to our health, home and furniture, 
and some precious things were lost. 

I am astonished that despite all 
this, the authorities concerned in- 
sist on taking my son to court, and I 
appeal to you to help put an end to 
our suffering.
